Her room was a display case of student 
work. She was always very proud of the accomplishments of her students. I know that Phyllis 
was deeply moved when she received letters from students and parents during her illness 
extolling her skill as a teacher. 


Phyllis’ quality of life was good until the end. She was dignified, joyful, humble and didn’t want 
to cause family members pain resulting from her illness. She loved music, kittens and talked all 
the time about her students and teaching. She decided to spend her last days at home rather 
than enter hospital. On her last morning she commented on how good it sounded to hear her 
Dad mowing the lawn. In memory of Phyllis I would like to share the following short poem 
contributed by Peter Jonkman, Assistant Principal.
